Before this action was taken, Dr. 
Luis Carlos Rico, Minister of Foreign 
Affairs, read in the Senate United 
States Minister Beaupre’s note, which 
was to the effect that the American 
government would look unfavorably 
upon any substantiel ndment to 
the treaty. 

Senator Caro, in a speech, declared 
that the canal treaty, was repugnant 
to the Colombian C titution. 

Dr. Rico then explained the Colom- 
bian government's course in regard to 
' the treaty, which he considered not 
repugnant to the Constitution 

Several Senators favored the plan of 
authorizing the government at once to

One of the methods suggested by 
Justice Brewer for doing away with 
the law's delays is worthy of serious 
attention, on its merits, quite aside 
from the fact that it comes from a 
justice of the United States Supreme 
Court. In an address which he de- 
livered some years ago before the 
American Bar Association, at Detroit, 
Justice Brewer advocated doing away 
with appeals in criminal cases. Al- 
though the suggestion did not meet 
with favor from the bar association 
(if carried out it would make much 
less business for lawyers.) he declares 
that he still believes in its wisdom. 
“For nearly a hundred years,” he 
says, “there wag no appeal from the 
judgment of conviction of criminal 
eases in our Federal courts, and no 
review except in a few cases in 
which, two judges sitting, qa differ- 
ence of opinion on a question of law 
was certified to the Supreme Court. 
In Bagland ‘the rule has been that 
there will be no appeal in criminal 
eases, although a question of doubt 
might be reserved by the presiding 
judge for the consideration of his 
brethrdén. Hon. B. J. Phelps, who 
was Minister to England’ during Mr. 
Cleveland's first administration, once 
told me that while he was there, only 
two cases were so reversed. Does any 
one doubt that justice was fully ad- 
ministered by the English courts?” 
The remedy suggested by Justice 
Brewer may seem too radical for 
adoption without modification. But 
it is unquestionably true that under 
the present procedure appeals in, 
criminal cases are altogether too easy, 
and that the privilege is far more 
often abused than employed legii- 
mately. 
for the mere purpose of securing de- 
lay, and in-many ways which need 
not be referred to In detail it is used 
to pervert the ends of justice. In fact, 
under the present practice the ma- 
chinery of the law is »sco— perverted 
from its original intent and purpose 
as to favor the criminal rather than 
to subserve the ends of justice. It 
often happens that a criminal escapes 
justice on a mere technicality, when 
the evidence of guilt is conclusive to 
judge, jury and the public. Such a per- 
version” of justice is one of the most 
potent of possible incentives to mob 
law, and until we ha@ve made some 
radical réforms in the adminjstration 
of justice, all efforts to suppress the 
lynching evil will probably be more 
or leas fé@tile. 


ARKETING OUR PRODUCTS.

LOMBIA’S MONUMENTAL FOLLY. 

The Department of State at 
Washington has received a dispatch 
from Minister Beaupré, at Bogota, 
stating that the Panama Cana! 
Treaty has been rejected by tha Co- 
lombian Senate. Another dispatch 
from the Colombian capital states that 
the treaty “has been rejected unani- 
mously by the Colombian Congress.” 
| This outcome is not wholly unex- 
pected, as it had been foreshadowed 
to some extent in preceding dispatches 
from Bogota. The later dispatches, 
however, had been of a somewhat 
more reassuring nature, and there 
was a well-defined undercurrent. of 
epinion in the\ United States that the 
treaty would be ratified in the end, af- 
ter the Colombians had had their 
fling. That the treaty, in substantially 
its present form, may yet be ratified 


not, perhaps. probable. As it has 
been rejected, the treaty cannot again 


us present form, except upon that 
body's own action. But the President, 
it is stated, has power to returm the 
treaty to the Senate, slightly 
amended, and that body would be 
bound to take it into consideration, 
as amended,-thus reopening the de 
It is @aid to be the belief at 
the Colombian legation In Washing- 
ton that President Marraguin will 
adopt some such course of procedure, 
thus again bringing the treaty before 
the Colombian Congress. 

It seems incredible that the Colom- 
bian government can be guilty of the 
monumental folly of rejecting this 
treaty. Colombia has much to gain 
and nothing to lose through the build- 
ing of the great isthmian waterway 
through Colombian territory. Colom- 
bia is now offered the opportunity of 
the centuries to secure the extension 
and completion of this great work 
through the Panama isthmus. if her 
statesmen should persist in their at- 
titude of hostility, to the extent of 
defecting the enterprise, so far as the 
Panama route ig concerned, they will 
strike a serious blow at the welfare 
of their country, and will inflict upon 
it injuries which can never be _ re- 
paired. 

What is the government of the 
United States going to do about it? 
This question fs not to be answered 
at once. It would serve the Colom- 
bians right if we should turn at once 
to the Nicaragua route, and should 
abandon the Panama route altogether. 
But the building of the isthmian canal 
is not at all a matter of sentiment. 
It is a business proposition, pure and 
simple, and a very serious proposition 
at that. We cannot afford to do any- 
thing for mere sentiment, nor for 
spite. The canal must be built, and 
it must be built by the most feasible 
route. The Isthmian Canal Commis- 
sion reported, originally, in favor of 
Nicaragua, but changed its report in 
favor of Panama after the French 
company had submitted its ofier to sell 
its properties for $40,000,000. The 
ecommission’s amended report in favor 
of the Panama route was unanimous. 
Therefore, the final opinion of the 
commission stands in favor of the lat- 
ter route, and manifestly we should 
build the canal by that route if pos- 
sible. | |

DIES AT PASADENA. 


DEMISE OF NOAH BROOKS TAKES 
A FAMOUS AUTHOR. 


Lived Very Retired Life During His 
Last Iliness—Fire Departrhent in Col- 
lision—Young Couple Get Lost on 
Mountains on Honeymoon. 


PASADENA, Office of The Times, 
No, 26 South Raymond avenue, Aug. 
18.—In the death of Noah Brooks, 
which occurred Sunday morning at No, 
321 North Marengo avenue, the world 
lost a valuable worker in the field of 
letters. Mr. Brooks, who was 74 years 
of age. wus writer and journalist of 
national reputation. His work has been 
viewed by thousands a thousands 
of readers of magazines, wspapers 
and histcrical books. 

It was nof until yesterday that the 
identity of the deceased was generally 
known, for he had lHvyed/ here very 
quietiy for the past eight months, 
spending most of his time driving and 
Seeing but few people at his home. He 
came here for his health, having been 
affiicted. wtih {ung trouble. His friend, 
d. Morse of Sun’ Francisco, pur- 
cha the home for him, and, accord- 
ing to directions sent to President Rob- 
ert Eason of the Union Savings Bank 
last July, the papers concerning his 
life and works were not opened until 
yesterday, the day following his death. 

Mr. Brooks was born in Castine, 
. Me., 74 years ago, to ‘which place, as 
Was his expressed wish, the remains 
will be taken by the Wells-Fargo com- 
pany. There will be no funeral here. 
No one will go East with the remafhs, 

the funeral will be held in Maine. 

‘he life of the dead man was devoted 
te writing and he achieved great suc- 
cess. In 1857 he founded the Marys- 
_ Ville Appeal, and later was the Wash- 

iagton correspondent of. the Sacra- 
mictitv Union. During these years he 
became it.timctel acquainted with 
President Lincoln,’ who appointed him 
to the Naval Post at San Francisco. 
later President Johnson removed him 
on account of the newspaper report of 


Johnson's inaugural. The San Fran-| 


cisco Times was edited by Brooks dur- 
ing its brief existence in 1866. After 
that he wWas editor-in-chief of Alta 
Kalifornia, and was associate editor of 
the Overland Monthly with Bret Harte. 
In June, 1871, he left San Francisco, 
and until 1876 was associate editor of 


the New York Tribune. For ten years 


York Times, and then/ eleven years 
Ms oo of the Newark Adver- 
r. 

Seven years’ ago Mr. Brooks retired 
from active newspaper work and de- 
voted himself to more lasting litera- 
ture. While residing at C ne, Me., 
he wrote several popeler books for 
boys, dealing largely with historical 
subjects. He also wrote “Life of 
Abraham Lincoln,” “Washington in 
Lincoln's Time,” “First Across the 
Continent,” “Henry. Knox,” and other 
well-known volumes. He was a fre- 
qvent contributor to Centyry, Scrib- 
ner’s, Overland and other prominent 
Magazines. 

Mr. Brooks is supposed to have left 
considerable property at Castine, but 
none here save the house in which he 
lived. He was not married, so far as 
is known here, and he leaves no will, 
- but mentions as the administrator of 
his estate W. H. Hooper of Castine. 
who will also look after the funeral 
at Castine. Death came after three 
months’ lingering illness, which con- 
fined Mr. Brooks .to his house. He 
Was a deep student and leaves a li- 
brarv that is one of the finest in the 
country.

The 
however, 80 compresses these 
tubes as-to cut off the circulation 
from the top of the head, thus starv- 
ing the hair and destroying the health

prime cause of baldness. of 
course, there‘ are other contributory 
causes, Among these are the 
practice of wetting the hair 
when afranging it, the practice of 
working dif@ctly under a gas jet or 
elec tric light, the use of “hair tonics,” 

“banduline” and cosmetics,

Now, when we come to view the 
negative side of this question we find 
the evidence still more canvincing. 
Women are seldom bald, women wear 
the hair long, women spend much time 
in, brughing, grooming and manipulat- 
inte the -hair, women wear no tight 
bands around the*head, and the hats 
worn by- women are usually open to 
the air. This is aiso true of other 
races. The North American Indians 
have for centuries gone bareheaded 
and baldness is practically unknown 
among them. In fact, the only bald 
Indian ever seen by the writer was 
an old wguck notorious for dirt, capac- 
itv for bad whisky and because he had 
from time immemorial worn constantly 
a miic “beloved, much-battered hat of 
the “pltg”’ variety. He was as bald 
as the most inveterate bank cashier, 
and there is littl doubt that it was 
the result of his constant wearing of 
the tight, unventilated top hat. 

Of_course the conditions leading to 
baldness which we have considered 
are complicated by many other in- 
fluences tending to lower the vital 
force. Indoor living, insufficient food, 


‘air or ercise, errors of diet, lack 


of fluidf overwork, wWorry—all t 
have an important bearing upon t 
condition of all the body atteneran. 
including the scalp and the hair. And 
in every case where a restoration of 
the hair is desired these matters should 
be considered. 

Roughly speaki ‘baldness may be 
divided mto two ‘inds, curable and 
incurable. Where the skin of the scalp 
is smooth, hard, firm and glistening 
there is mo hope. The follicles have 
wasted away, and so far as hair bear- 
ing is concerned it is dead. In» all 
cases other than this, however, some 
degree of benefit may be derived by 
proper tréatment.

Three fires and one false alarm 
within twé hours yesterday afternoon 
gave the fire department more work 


weeks. Only one of the fires was at 
all serious, but while it lasted it made 
@ very lively blaze which threatened 
the destruction of several bulldings. 
At 3:22 o'clock smoke was seen pour- 
ing from tire large stable used by the 
freight department of the Los Angeles 
Pacific Railway Company at No. 641 
North- Main street. The building ex- 
£¢nds from Main street threugh to 
San Fernando street, and init was 
stored about 40 tons of hay and a 
quantity of other feed. There. were 
several horses, wagons and sets of har- 
ness in-the building. The fire origin- 
ated about the center of the building 
in the hay, and by the time the fire- 
men arrived the flames had spread

ing and were threatening adjoining 
property. A second alarm was sent 
in, bringing two additional steamers to 
the fire and half a dozen streams were 
ag pouring tons of water on the 


It was impossible to save the build- 
ing in which the fire originated, and 
that was totally destroyed. It was a 
frail structure consisting of rough 
timbers covered with a corrugated iron 
roof. The fire spread to a three-story 
brick building, No. 643 North Main 
street, in which Mra. E. A. Rundell 
conducts a lodgirfx-house. This butld-' 
ing and its contents were damaged to 
the amount of $300. A small black- 
smith shop was also burned. .The loss 
to the llway company consists of 
the hay, a fine wagon and a set of 
double harness, besides a number of 
smail articles stored in the stable, 
and will g@mount to between $1000 and 
$1500.
